Opening  dates  begin  with  sunrise  and  clos- 
ing dates  end  at  sundown  on  dates  specified. 

It  is  unlawful  to  hunt  in  Georgia  while 
under  the  influence  of  any  intoxicating  bev- 
erages. 

Each  deer  and  each  Wild  Turkey  killed 
must  be  reported  in  writing  to  the  Georgia 
Game  and  Fish  Commission. 

Firearms  for  Deer  are  limited  to  shot- 
guns loaded  with  slugs  or  No.  1  buckshot  or 
larger,  or  to  rifles  using  any  center  fire  car- 
tridge .25  caliber  or  above  with  the  following 
exceptions:  .25-20;  .32-20;  or  .30  Army  Car- 
bine. 

It  is  illegal  to  kill  or  possess  the  meat  of 
any  female  deer. 


Wild  rabbits  killed  in  this  State  cannot  be 
sold. 

Regulations  on  MIGRATORY  GAME  as 
DOVE,  DUCKS,  GEESE,  BRANT,  RAIL, 
AND  COOT  are  the  same  as  Federal  Regula- 
tions, which  will  be  published  as  soon  as 
established. 

Regulations  as  to  hunting,  trapping,  and 
fishing  in  the  Management  Area  of  the  Chat- 
tahoochee National  Forest,  are  promulgated 
jointly  by  Federal  and  State  authorities  and 
will  be  published  when  established. 

Shotguns  must  be  plugged  to  limit  them  to 
a  capacity  of  3  shells  on  both  Native  and 
Migratory  Game.

FISHING  REGULATIONS 

No  closed  season  on  fresh  water  streams, 
lakes  or  ponds,  except  the  trout  streams  in 
following  counties:  Dawson,  Fannin,  Gilmer, 
Habersham,  Lumpkin,  Murray,  Pickens,  Ra- 
bun, Stephens,  Towns,  Union,  and  White. 
Closed  Season  in  those  counties,  Nov.  15, 
1955-March  31,  1956.  This  regulation  applies 
from  head  to  mouth  of  streams,  and  the 
mouth  of  those  streams  which  flow  into  a 
lake  to  be  at  point  where  streams  reaches 
body  of  lake  regardless  of  level. 

No  closed  season  on  taking  shad  with  rod 
and  reel,  fly  rod,  or  pole  and  line.  Shad 
taken  by  the  above  methods  cannot  be  sold. 

Restrictions  and  limitations  upon  taking  of 
fish  in  one  day  shall  be  as  follows :

Largemouth  black  bass 10 

Smallmouth  bass  10

Total  aggregate  45  fish  in  one  day. 

No  bass  shall  be  taken  from  Clark  Hill 
Reservoir  that  is  less  than  8  inches  in  length. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  pos- 
sess at  any  one  time  more  than  45  fish  in  the 
aggregate  of  all  species  named,  and  no  more 
than  10  bass  or  10  trout  of  any  or  all  species 
in  the  aggregate  may  be  taken  in  one  day.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
FOR  ROUGH  FISH  BASKETS 

No  person  shall  use  any  basket  for  the  tak- 
ing of  rough  fish  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this 
State  without  first  having  obtained  a  permit 
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CHER  THAN  THE  ONES  WHICH 
ICATIONS  IS  PERMITTED 


for  each  basket  so  used  from  the  State  Game 
and  Fish  Commission.  Such  permit  shall  be 
obtained  by  making  application  to  the  Com- 
mission on  blank  form  to  be  provided  by  the 
Commission  and  upon  payment  of  a  permit 
fee  of  $1.00  for  each  basket.  A  separate 
permit  shall  be  issued  for  each  basket  to  be 
used.  Each  permit  shall  be  valid  from  April 
1,  1955  -  March  31,  1956.  Permits  shall  not 
be  transferable. 

Every  basket  used  for  the  taking  of  rough 
fish  shall  distinctly  show  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  person  using  said  basket  by  an 
official  metal  tag  issued  by  the  State  Game 
and  Fish  Commission  and  attached  to  the 
top  of  the  first  funnel  of  the  basket.  Such 
tags  shall  be  obtained  at  the  time  of  obtain- 
ing a  permit  by  the  payment  to  the  State 
Game  and  Fish  Commission  of  the  sum  of 
$0.10  which  shall  be  the  actual  cost  of  the 
tag.  Each  such  tag  shall  be  marked  to  in- 
dicate the  permit  for  which  the  same  is  issued 
and  will  expire  with  the  permit.  No  duplicate 
tags  will  be  issued  and  the  same  shall  not 
be  transferable. 

Permits  shall  be  on  the  person  at  all  times 
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during  the  inspection  of  baskets  and  shall  be 
exhibited  on  demand  to  any  wildlife  officer 
or  other  peace  officer. 

No  permit  shall  be  issued  pursuant  to  these 
regulations  to  any  applicant  unless  such  ap- 
plicant is  the  holder  of  a  valid  fishing  license 
issued  by  the  State  Game  and  Fish  Commis- 
sion as  provided  by  law.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  apply  to  residents  as  well 
as  non-residents  and  to  holders  of  residents 
fishing  licenses  as  well  as  to  holders  of  non- 
resident fishing  licenses. 

Application  for  permit  shall  contain  the 
applicant's  name  and  address,  physical  de- 
scription, name  of  the  stream  or  lake  where 
the  basket  shall  be  operated,  name  of  county 
in  which  basket  will  be  operated,  the  name 
of  the  nearest  town  or  city  to  such  point,  the 
name  of  the  landing  from  which  the  applicant 
will  depart  and  return  when  operating  the 
basket,  and  such  other  information  as  may 
be  required  by  the  official  application  form. 

Every  person  holding  a  permit  pursuant 
to  these  regulations  shall  notify  the  wildlife 
ranger   in   the   area   where    each   basket   is 
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located,  of  the  location  and  use  of  each  basket 
while  the  same  is  in  use,  and  the  days  or 
times  when  each  basket  will  be  fished. 

All  baskets  operated  pursuant  to  these 
regulations  shall  be  inspected  or  "run"  ac- 
cording to  temperature  of  the  water  in  order 
to  prevent  fish  from  dying  in  the  baskets 
from  lack  of  attention.  From  October 
through  the  month  of  April,  such  baskets 
will  be  fished  or  "run"  at  least  once  each 
seventy-two  hours.  From  May  through  the 
month  of  September,  all  such  baskets  shall 
be  fished  or  "run"  at  least  once  each  forty- 
eight  hours. 

Rough  fish  are  those  fish  that  98%  of  the 
sportsmen  don't  try  to  catch  as  the  various 
suckers,  carp,  catfishes,  gizzard  shad,  hic- 
kory shad,  the  "mud"  "black"  or  grinnel 
fish,  gar  and  eels. 

Game  and  sport  fish  must  be  released  im- 
mediately into  the  water  from  whence  they 
came.  These  fish  are;  rock  or  striped  bass, 
largemouth  and  smallmouth  bass,  rock  bass, 
bream,  perch,  crappie,  pickerels  or  jacks, 
muskelunges,  brook  trout,  brown  trout,  rain- 
bow trout,  and  white  shad. 
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Should  any  species  of  fish  designated  by 
regulations  or  laws  of  this  State  as  game  or 
sport  fish  be  taken  by  the  use  of  any  baskets 
or  basket  permitted  by  these  regulations, 
such  fish  shall  be  immediately  returned  to 
the  waters  from  whence  they  were  taken. 

Upon  conviction  of  any  person  for  the  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  regu- 
lations or  of  the  Act  or  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  pursuant  to  which  these  regula- 
tions are  adopted,  all  permits  held  by  such 
person  to  fish  by  the  use  of  baskets  in  this 
State  shall  be  forfeited  and  such  person  shall 
be  ineligible  to  procure  a  new  permit  until 
after  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  six  months 
from  the  date  of  such  conviction. 

The  Commission  or  any  of  its  authorized 
agents  or  employees  may,  for  cause,  revoke, 
suspend  or  cancel  any  permit  issued  pursuant 
to  these  regulations  or  refuse  any  initial  ap- 
plication for  a  permit  or  any  renewal  of 
same.  Upon  such  refusal,  revocation,  can- 
cellation or  suspension,  the  applicant  or  per- 
mittee may  demand  and  obtain  a  hearing 
before  any  agent  of  the  Game  and  Fish  Com- 
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mission  authorized  to  hold  the  same.  Such 
hearing  shall  be  held  in  the  county  of  such 
applicant  or  permittee's  residence  and  the 
evidence  taken  at  such  hearings  shall  be 
recorded  and  be  referred  to  the  State  Game 
and  Fish  Commission  with  or  without  the 
recommendation  of  the  hearing  agent,  for 
decision  and  the  said  Commission  shall  de- 
cide whether  the  permit  was  properly  re- 
fused, suspended  or  cancelled. 

Records  of  rough  fish  captured  by  the  use 
of  baskets  pursuant  to  these  regulations  will 
be  made  available  by  the  operator  of  same 
within  five  days  after  each  calendar  month 
of  basket  fishing  for  collection  by  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Game  and  Fish  Commission. 
These  records  shall  include  total  pounds  of 
fish  captured  and  the  use  made  thereof. 

No  basket  shall  be  employed  and  no  per- 
mit shall  be  issued  for  the  use  of  any  basket 
within  this  State  failing  to  meet  the  follow- 
ing specifications: 

(a)  The  over-all  length  shall  not  exceed 
five  feet. 

(b)  The  circumference  shall  be  from  68 
inches  to  72  inches. 
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(c)  The  shape  shall  be  semi-circular  with 
with  a  flat  bottom. 

(d)  The  basket  shall  have  two  funnels. 
The  first  shall  be  located  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  basket  and  shall  have  an 
opening  approximately  18  to  20 
inches  in  circumference  at  the  smallest 
part.  The  second  funnel  shall  be  lo- 
cated near  the  mid-section  and  have  a 
trap  door  where  fish  may  enter  but 
not  return. 

(e)  Such  baskets  shall  be  constructed  of 
wire  having  not  less  than  one-inch 
mesh.
